Bequest will be made for the 
passage of a law for a license on 
national banks. 

lb' will suggest that ollii ials 
receiving certificates of election 
pay a fee on receipt of these cer- 
tificates.

In a mine near I'liioniuwu. Fa., 
thirty-two miners lost their lives 
last Saturday by an explosion in a 
mine, and we quote from a di^ly 
paper the following in connection 
with the awful affair: *'One cage 
was at the bottom at the time, and 
it was jammed against the side in 
an inextricable mass. It was in this 
ca^i' that Williiiiii Tlioimis slooil 
w hell he lost his life. Me wa- piniii'd 
llt.'aill-t tin- Willi by lie- ea/i . his 
head w .Is -i \i red fiom lii^. hody and 
eiirrii-d aw a\ . one baud w as lorn otT, 
and carried to the surface and found 
In afield 200 feet away. His right 
with the shoe on, was carried to the 
top of the tipple, where It Was found 
later in the iron frame work by the 
man's father, Philip Thomas. The 
old man recognised the fttot by the 
shoe. Weeping as he picked up tbe 
ghastly relic, he exclaimed :' I put 
(hat sole on last week for poor WilU 
lam.' .Stumldiii;: on in tliv dark 
chamber the man eame to four dead 
liorsi'i and a miili and a man all in 
a heap, as if they had been ^ratliered 
up and piled together. .Men with 
heads otf, arms otf, liiiibs ersshed 
and broken, were lyiiiK around in- 
discrlminateiy. It was a ghastly 
siKlit. The air was fetid and it was 
only a short ttms until the ofllolals 
had to return to the surtace to re- 
cover from the deadly effects of tlie 
after-damp. 

''John Hcoff was about to enter Ills 
room w hen the awful explosion took 
plaee. Ill was hurled out Into the 
entry and was there met by a cross 
eiineiil of ail. whiiii joslled him 
aloii;^ for iiKi feel, and then sluiiinied 
him to floor of the room, wiiere he 
lay for two hours. expeetlii({ every 
nioiiii lit to he smothered to death.

Tha hane of the old style 
of eduoatlon waa that It kept its 
Btudenta deMng in the musty past 
while they remained ignorant of tlie 
history that waa makingbefore their 
ejes. There i(^ no longer such a 
thing as a great man who does not 
read newspapers. The ■newspaper 
habit" is as necessary for good and 
intelligent citizenshiit as the "eating 
habit" is for good health. In both 
cases the only tiling to avoid is 
slothful consumption or gluttony, 
with the coasequent indigestion. 
The onlyTielouB "newspaper habit" 
is the habit of d wad ling over a pa- 
per with laay and indlseriminating 
mind. Such a habit is Injurious and 
waateful of time, but it is more 
likely to l>e contracted In reading 
novels than in reading newspapers. 
As long as the mind is alert aud the 
judgment alive tlie time spent In 
reading thu new s may Im' inaile as
